In  its  first  year  of  action,  the  Berkeley  High  Peace  Club 
made  a  considerable  contribution  to  the  progressive 
movement  in  the  Bay  Area. 

The  group  formed  as  an  idea  from  Eric  Loebel  and 
Matt  Millman,  after  attending  a  peace  camp  in  Sweden. 
However  the  group  is  a  collective,  with  each  member 
equal  to  every  other. 

Some  of  the  demonstrations  and  activities  the  club 
participated  in  this  year  included  petitioning  for  a 
test  ban  treaty  on  nuclear  weapons,  protesting  the  U.S. 
Navy's  Fleet  Week,  which  is  used  for  recruiting,  organ- 
izing a  school  supply  for  the  people  of  Nicaragua;  and 
numerous  protests  at  Biko  (Sproul)  Plaza  against  apar- 
theid.

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The  Upward  Bound/  Partnership  program  is  a  federally  -  funded  educational 
program  for  high  school  students  from  low-  income  families.  For  the  past  years 
the  Upward  Bound  program  has  been  designed  to  motivate  and  prepare  students 
with  academic  potential  for  success  in  education  beyond  high  school. 

Once  admitted  into  Upward  Bound  students  remain  in  the  program  through 
high  school  graduation.  The  students  attended  Saturday  College  three  Saturdays 
of  each  month  building  up  their  skills,  maintaining  school  course  work  and  ob- 
taining academic  enrichment  with  career  workshops,  English  and  math  courses, 
along  with  SAT  preparation,  and  tutoring. 

During  the  week  counslors  help  students  with  academic,  career,  and  personal 
counseling. 

In  the  summer  students  are  given  the  opportunity  to  live  in  a  dormatory  on 
the  U.C.  campus.  Upward  Bound  counselors  live  with  the  students  and  provide 
guidence  and  supervision  with  a  series  of  workshops  of  social/cultural  signifi- 
gance  and  recreational  activities. 

Along  with  the  summer  activities  the  Upward  3ound  students  receive  the 
chance  to  travel  to  Northern  California  to  compete  with  other  Northern  Califor- 
nia Upward  Bound  programs  in  the  Northern  California  Upward  Bound  Games. 

Last  summer  a  new  part  of  the  program  was  started.  It  consisted  of  adding 
the  Partnership  Program  to  our  summer  schedule.

Despite  an  overall  disappointing  season, 
the  Jacket  footballers  managed  a  couple 
of  significant  wins,  so  that  while  the  sea- 
son record  was  2-7,  in  the  R,BAL,  the 
team  managed  a  respectable  2-2. 

The  first  six  games  were  losses  be- 
cause of  the  team's  tendency  to  play  well 
until  the  end  when  they  would  fall  apart 
and  have  the  score  run  up  on  them.

The  VCC  is  a  very 
special  and  unique  school-age  parenting  program. 
Anyone  under  21  years  of  age  who  has  a  baby  under 
the  age  of  two  and  is  seeking  a  high  school  diploma 
can  leave  her  baby  there  to  be  taken  care  of.  Young 
parents  can  drop  their  children  off  at  7:30  am  and

Basketball  team  had  a  pretty  good  season.  After  losing  7  out  of  12  of  last 
year's  varsity  players,  the  outlook  was  not  good.

1986  was  a  tremendous  year  for  the  Berkeley  High  Men's 
Soccer  Team  as  they  swept  through  their  league  season  with  a 
perfect  14-0  record,  outscoring  their  opponents  63-6.  Unfor- 
tunately, their  streak  came  to  an  end  as  they  were  edged  3-2  in 
the  first  round  North  Coast  Sectional  match  by  Foothill  High 
School,  the  no.  2  seed  and  eventual  NCS  champion. 

Leading  the  way  for  the  Jackets  was  sophomore  center  for- 
ward Rob  Young  who  wholed  the  RBAL  with  21  goals  and  was 
second  on  the  team  with  5  assists  in  just  13  games.  Right  wing 
Daniel  Piniella  contributed  10  goals  and  added  a  score  at  NCS. 
Center  halfback  Ian  Welsh  was  the  Jackets'  top  set-up  man  with 
14  assists  to  go  along  with  5  goals,  including  one  against  Foot- 
hill. 

Berkeley's  strong  defense,  anchored  by  senior  fullbacks  Bud- 
dy Greer  and  Yotam  Nitsan  (co-captains)  and  sophomore  goalie 
Eric  Loebel,  registered  8  shutouts  and  gave  up  more  than  one 
goal  in  a  game  just  once  (against  Foothill). 

Perhaps  the  strongest  effort  of  the  year  was  a  7-1  romp  over 
Kennedy  High,  who  came  into  the  game  vying  for  the  league 
lead  with  an  11-1  record,  as  Berkeley  clinched  their  NCS  bid. 

The  Jackets  will  lose  only  5  players,  including  just  3  starters, 
and  should  be  well  equipped  to  defend  their  RBAL  title  for  the 
next  two  years.

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Although  the  women's  soccer  team  did  not  have  as  good  a  year  as  expected,  they  have  high  hopes  for  next  year.  This 
year  was  a  year  of  growth  and  experience  for  their  young  team.  Having  lost  eight  starting  seniors  last  year,  they  had  a  very 
young  team  consisting  of  four  seniors,  four  juniors,  ten  sophomores  and  three  freshmen.  It  was  difficult  for  such  a  young 
and  less  experienced  team  to  start  off  the  season  against  a  strong  team  like  Carondolet,  losing  to  them  8-0.

In  a  shocking  move,  the  Per- 
forming Arts  Department's  fall 
musical  was  GYPSY.  Although 
the  title  conjures  up  images  of 
bearded  Rumanian  peasant  wo- 
men gnawing  raw  whale  blubber 
and  pulverizing  human  skulls  with 
their  bare  hands,  that's  only  part 
of  the  truth.  The  rest  of  it  is  the 
story  of  a  pushy  stage  mother, 
R,ose,  the  "nice"  man  Herbie,  who 
handles  their  act  in  return  for 
love,  and  their  rapidly  maturing 
daughters,  June  and  Louise.  Un- 
der the  direction  of  Carl  "tousled 
salt  and  pepper  hair"  Brush,  Lisa 
"Pampers"  Balabanian  delivered 
an  uncannily  convincing  portrayal 
of  Rose,  Ben  "A  regular  Jerry 
Lewis"  Griffin's  other  foot  was 
coaxed  out  of  the  grave  by  truly 
astounding  amounts  of  coffee; 
Leah  Fitschen  was  dazzling  as  the 
nascent  ecdesiast,  Gypsy  Rose 
Lee,  and  Becky  Fink  was  June 
(Dainty).  The  show  also  was 
tied  for  the  least  number  of 
spontaneous  human  combustions  (with  1971's  Woy- 
zeck),  although  one  number,  "Minsky's  salute  to 
the  dark  ages"  had  to  be  dropped  for  its  excessive 
violence  to  animals.
